Report from Bocas del Toro, fruit port. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Osterhout reports as follows: Week ended 
June 10, 1905. Present officially estimated population not obtainable; 
no deaths reported; prevailing disease, malarial fever; general sanitary 
condition of this port and the surrounding country during the week, 
good. 

Bills of health were issued to the following-named vessels: 
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Reports from Callao — Plague — Provisional diagnosis of plague in rats 
at Callao — Lazarettoes at Eten and Lambayeque closed — Smallpox on 
vessels from Chilean ports. 

Assistant Surgeon Lloyd report's, June 3 and 7, as follows: 

May 11 to May SO, 1905, inclusive. 
PLAGUE. 
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On May 27, 18 sick and dead rats were found on the water front in 
Callao, provisional diagnosis of plague being made. A case of plague 
was reported from Callao on the same date. Still another case was 
reported from Cerro de Pasco (27th), but it was determined that the 
man had left Lima two daj^s before ill. 

The lazarettoes at Lambayeque and Eten have been closed, and ves- 
sels will resume their calls at Eten and Pacasmayo, when north bound 
to Ancon, as usual.
